The fife history of the common eel, 
just completed by Dr. Jobs. Schmidt, 
is mentioned as one of the most fasci­ 
nating 
ever 
worked 
out 
by 
the 
naturalist. 
The spanning ground for 
Kurope proves 
to bo the Atlantic 
where tho depth is about 500 fathoms 
along the coast from Norway to Spain, 
aud to this deep sea region the ools 
make a long journey from the inland 
fresh waters of tho Continent. 
Here 
the females deposit their eggs, which 
gradually develop into deep-ribbou- 
shaped 
larvae 
(Leptoccphaius bro- 
virostris). 
The Lieptocoplialt reach 
their 
greatest 
development 
about 
June, when they cease to feed aud 
enter 
into 
a 
retrogressive 
meta­ 
morphosis, lasting about a year in 
which they take no tood, aud gradual­ 
ly decrease in size and tnko ou the 
slender eol-iko form. 
Near the close 
of this metamorphosis, tho dentures 
now 
become 
elvers—become 
very 
active. 
They start in vast numbers 
toward the coast, entering tho nearest 
rivers in 
September to December, 
those farther 
away in January or 
February, but not reaching Danish 
waters until April and May. 
Many 
perish in the passage of the English 
Channel and other waters on the way. 
The remnant of the army of .young 
eels finally becomes scattered in tho 
streams nil over Kurope, whore they 
feed and grow and prepare to make 
the return migration to the sea. 
A comparison of the size of tho 
steam turbine of the cruiser Salem 
and ot the triple expansion iecipro- 
cating engine of the 'battleship Ver­ 
mont is interesting, each vessel re­ 
quiring about 8,000 horse-pcwer. 
Thu 
turbine’s length over all is 1(H£ foet; 
width, 13,l¿ feet; 
height 12} ó feet; 
floor area, 219 square teet; end area, 
109 square feet; side or target area, 
203 square feet.

The railway accident at Salisbury, 
Eng., in which a train at high speed 
was thrown from the track on a curve, 
has led to much discussion concern­ 
ing the conditions necessary for safe 
running on curves. The tracks are 
specially backed to prevent deraiiing, 
and tbe cause of wrecks seems to b ■ 
failure ot the trucks to guide tbe 
engine. 
This, it is shown, does not 
depend upon tho truck itself. 
An old 
engineer points out that certain trains 
which had a habit of leaving the track- 
on a down-biil curve were brakef 
mostly by tbe engine, causing thu 
cars to bump against it, and as the 
draw-bar 
between 
the enigne and 
tender was lower than the axle of tbe 
trucks, tbe refer end ot the engine 
was depressed and the forward end 
raised. 
The conditions are now re­ 
versed. 
With emergency brakes, the 
braking is mostly done by the train, 
but as the draw-bar is now higher 
than the axle of the trucks, the for­ 
ward end ot the enigne is raised by 
the pulling hack of tbe cars. 
A new 
locomotive desigu is the suggested 
remedy, 
fn this the weight must be 
readjusted, 
and 
enough 
must 
bo 
placed on the forward trucks to make 
sure that they can guide the engine 
at all times. 


A promising new fruit Irom Uru­ 
guay, grows ou a laurel 
like plant 
having leaves that are green and shin­ 
ing on the upper surface. 
The fruit, 
described as having the size of an 
apricot and the shape of an apple, is 
yellow and scarlet wbeu matnro aud 
it has a perfume of a delicacy equalled 
in no other fruit. 
Tbe seed is like a 
large hazel nut. 
The edible fleshy 
part is small, but is expected to in ­ 
crease with cultivation, and its taste 
is extremely agreeable. 
This edible 
pulp is credited 
with 
digestive properties. 
An electrically-driven 
removing scale from the 
boiler tubes was a novelty at a recent 
exhibition in Evons. 
Th9 motor of 
remarkablo 
power 
for its 
size—is 
small enough to pass into the tube, 
along which it travels, cutting off all 
scale with great rapidity. 
Ordinary glass as is well known, is 
one 
of the 
most perfect non-con­ 
ductors of electricity, but fur certain 
uses a conducting glass is very de­ 
sirable, and C. E. S. 
Phillips has 
shown to British engineers specimens 
in which the needed property is fair­ 
ly well realized. 
Tho new glass is a 
fused mixture of 32 parts of sodium 


silicate, 
aud 8 parts 
of calcinod 
borax. 
The addition of 1.25 parts of 
Powell’s flint glass gives tbe material 
greater stability, without materially 
lessening the conductivity. 
Ou ac 
count of its low fusibiity tbe material 
is not very workable, but 
it can be 
cast Into line plates or drawn 
into 
rods, and it takes a flue palish. 
It 
is somewhat iiarder than 
ordinary 
soda glass, with a density of 2.490. 
it 
shows no fluorescence under cathode 
radiation, is very transparent to X- 
rays, and is opaquo to ultra-violot 
light. 
When powdered and fused to 
cioan copper it ndheies well 
without 
clacking.

Washington, February 1, 1907. 
This week 
was quite prolific in 
sensations, which, as usual originated 
with the president. 
The first was a 
hurrv-up call from the White House 
to tho California delegation request­ 
ing their presence for some object 
which was made mysterious by (he 
wording 
of tho 
executive 
order. 
When the members of the delegation 
mot the president they 
discovered 
that he had found a way to withdrnw 
the Japanese school question from 
the calm and orderly consideration of 
the courts, aud again to inject into it 
a virus akin to rabies, by raising tfie 
specter of war with Japnn if the Cali­ 
fornia cnuits do not decide in aecoid 
ance with his wishes. 
Although the 
members of the delegation have had 
nothing to say as to the conference, 
owing to the injunction of secrecy 
piHcnrl upou thorn, 
it is pretty well 
known that the prosident insists tha 
tho state of California yield to Japan. 
And this calls to mind his implied 
throat that he would torce California 
to receivo such children 
as Japan 
desired into such schools as Japan 
indicated. 
As this has not worked 
with the people of Ban Francisco, or 
with the state at large us indicated by 
the action of the legislature, it was 
evident that something must be done 
to chango 
publio opinion, and in 
some quarters it is believed that toe 
administration’s paule over our re 
lations with Japan is assumod for the 
purpose of carrying out his desigu of 
placing 
Japanese 
pupils 111 
every 
school they may desire to enter. 
At 
liuv rate, the movement the piesident 
has started is apparently for tho pur­ 
pose of securing a decision in 1:is 
favor by the California courts, and 
to this end 
ho has 
summoned to 
Washiugtin 
the 
presidentt of the 
hoard of education of Sau Francisco 
and the superintendent of Hohoois of 
that city. 
When they arrive they will 
undoubtedly hear moro of tho danger 
of rupture with Japan which may 
make it necessary for California to 
back-track on its own laws and inter­ 
pret them according to Oriontai ideas. 


The second sensation was the dis­ 
covery of tho President’s intention to 
‘rub it in ” to senator Foraker for bi­ 
criticism of the executive action in 
the case ot the Brownsville nifair, by 
appointing a nergo to tho position of 
surveyor of customs in the senator’s 
home tpwn. Booker T. Wnsington has 
been called in for consultation, aud n 
still bunt was begun for a colored man 
suitable for the position. 
It looked 
as though-it would be necessaiy to go 
out of tbe collection district to iiurl 
such a man, but the assertion is made 
that even that might b8 done in oidei 
that this federal position in senator 
Foraker’s city may have a colored 
official, and thus prove the president’s 
regard for the negro race, besides 
showing other things. 
A third sensation was the news that 
this congress has very narrowly es­ 
caped having-thiust on it for con­ 
sideration far more radical railroad 
legislation than has yet been enacted. 
It having been learned that tbe presi­ 
dent might send to congress a message 
advocating more restrictions on trans­ 
portation, 
the present state of the 
money market and the tendency tc 
unsettled conditions were pointed out 
as warnings 
not to advocate rash 
legislation at this time, aud it is 
understood that the matter will be 
lett over until the next session. 
In 
the meanwhile tbe 
interstate com ­ 
merce commission is to be stirred up 
as are tho animals in a menagerie, so 
they may stand ou their hind legs 
aud roar vengeance and destruction 
to all railroads. 


A tourth sensation is connected with 
the banquet ot tbe Gridiron Club, 
whose proceeding are not the subject 
of report by the club itself. A 
New 
Fork newspaper gave an account of a 
tilt between the president and senator 
Foraker, 
in 
which the latter ‘‘got 
back” at tho chief executive in very 
eifective fashion when the latter enter­ 
ed on a defense of his publio policies. 
The rebuff that tbe president met with 
was said to have been received with 
enthusiasm by the club. 
Owing to 
the obligations of the members of 
the club not to disclose what took 
place at the meeting, absolute con­ 
firmation ot tbe report has been im­ 
possible, but tbe weak attempts to 
discredit it teud to strengthen belief 
in its truth. 
At any rate, when the 
senate assembled 
Monday, 
senator 
'’oraker was the subject 
ot most 
hearty 
congratulations 
and 
most 
friendly handshakes and nudges in 
the ribs—though of course all might 
have been ou account of the nergo 
surveyor ot customs ho is about to 
haye in hi3 town. 
The agricultural appropriation bill 
was before the house as a committee 
of the whole this week, and severa! 
provisions in which California has an 
interest were discussed. 
When tbe 
appropriation for the bureau of eDto 
mology came up, congressman Hayes 
ottered an amendment increasing the 
amount from $75,000 to $113,800, urg- 
ug in tavor ot the increase the fact 
or tbe constant expansion of tbe truit 
nterests 
ot the 
country 
aud the 
appearauce of new pests with which 
the government scientists with their 
great experience, should deal. 
He 
instanced a new pest in the prune 
orchards of Santa Clara valley, which 
last year destroyed twenty-live per 
cent ot the crop. 
Tho higbost skill 
obtainable should he devoted to the 
discovery ot means of exterminating 
this insect. 
Couguesstnau Kahn earn­ 


estly supported Mr Hayes, aud after 
a loug debate, 
the amendment was 
agreed to which insures more work in 
California in tho matter of ridding 
our orchards of destructive pests. 
Tho Ornithological 
and Audubon 
societies of 
Cáliforuia on Monday 
telegraphed 
senator 
Perkins 
their 
opposition to tho proposed abolition 
ot the biological bureau of the de­ 
partment ot agriculture, and when 
the agricultural 
appronriation bill 
came 
up yesterdny a strong 
light 
was made to restore the appropriation 
fot that bureau. 
The work of the 
bureau is tho study of birds and ani­ 
mals in their relation to horticulture 
and agriculture, and has been pro­ 
ductive of much benefit to Calilornia 
ini mors as well as to tho^e in other 
parts of tbe Union. 
Alter a lively 
debate an appropriation of 
$41,420 
was 
granted. 
The sum of $150,000 
was allowed for 
eradicating tattle 
ticks. 
A compromise has been airived at 
in the house on the amendment to 
the 
denatured 
alcohol bill, which 
will uudoutodly pass, and which will 
place it in the power of farmers or 
combinations 
of farmers 
or • other 
porsons to manufacture 
alcohol in 
samll 
quantities 
irom 
the refuse 
which would otherwise go to waste. 
At. ali distilleries having a capacity 
not 
exceeding 
one huudrod proof 
galloons per day, cisterns or 
tanks 
may he used in lieu of 
distillery 
bonded warehouses, tho proprietors 
furnishing 
bonds 
and 
proceeding

or the refuse thereof. 
Gulis, waste, 
and by-products ot ail kinds oan 
be 
thus utilized. 
Some ot the products 
of tho farm which can very profitably 
be utilized in making' alcohol aie 
sugar 
beets, 
potatoes, 
sorghum, 
rotuso molasses 
from sugar 
beets, 
cactus, plums, loqnats, persimmmens, 
quinces, oranges, seeds, peach kernel 
apricot kernels 
pruno 
pits, plum 
pits, aud the waste matter from can 
niug 
factories. 
It will be seen that 
the privilege of making alcohol in 
small quantities will be ot vary great 
value to all parts ot U’alitoruia. 


East year congressman Kahn intro­ 
duced in the house a bill granting 
$5000 to tho widow aud minor son of 
Captain Charles W. Dakin, and a like 
sum to the widow ana minor children 
ot 1'homas J.Heuuussy, both members 
of tho Ban Francisco lire department, 
who lost their lives while lighting the 
tire in the hold ot tho United ¡States 
trauspoit Meade. The bill was passed 
by the house and weut to the senate 
committee ou claims. A few dnys ago 
chiefShaughuessy ot the ¡SauFraueiseo 
lire department, wrote to senator Per­ 
kins concerning the bill aud tbe sen­ 
ator at once interviewed ¡Senator F u l­ 
ton, chairman of tho committee, to 
see why action had not been taken. 


Yesterday senator Fulton informed 
the California senator that the bill 
would be taken up immediately and 
reported faorably as soon as a report 
could be prepared. 
When reported it 
will be urged to passage, aud will un­ 
doubtedly be passed, giving to tbe 
tamlies of the two brave men the re- 
leif tnat is due them. 
The question of California stone for 
federal 
buildings in 
tbe state has 
again been called to the attention of 
the supervising architect of the treas­ 
ury, who has written to senator Per­ 
kins stating that in contracts for such 
work the specifications never call foi 
material from any given section. Cali- 
ornia bidders have always been free to 
bid on the products of their quarries. 
In regard to the postollice aud court 
house in Los. Angeles, for which no 
material has yet been selected, tbe 
supervising architect states that be 
has loug beeu eudevoring to obtain a 
limestone or sandstone of suitable 
color; for in order that there may be 
a reasonably good architectural effect 
it is absolutely necessary that the su­ 
perstructure be built of a ligbt-col- 
ored stone. Colusa sandstone is being 
urged, but he thinks it is ot a color 
which could not under any circum­ 
stances be termed light. 
The river aud harbor biii which was 
reported to tbo bouse last Saturday, 
contains many items of great interest 
to California. 
The principal item in 
t.he bill, the appropriation tor Oak­ 
land harbor, has already been referred 
to. The appropriation of $537,500 in­ 
sures the etxension of the south jetty 
live hundred feet, and the widening 
aud deepening of the harbor to meet 
tbe demands ot commerce. 
For im­ 
proving San Diego harbor $20,000 was 
appropriated; improving Wilmington 
harbor $11,000; improving San JLuis 
Obispo 
harbor $03,060; 
improving 
Humboldt harbor $83.000; improving 
San J oaquin river $30,000; completion 
Stockton aud Mormon channels 550,­ 
079; improving Mokelumne river $35,- 
U00; improving Sacramento aud Fea­ 
ther rivers $50,000; improving Petalu­ 
ma creek 829,239. 
This makes a total 
of $1,014,978 appropriated for com­ 
pleting work under construction or 
for new work in California. 
Besides 
this, surveys have beeu authorized for 
determining the feasibility and cost 
of the following work: securing six 
feet ot water in islaia creek for one 
mile from its mouth; removing mis­ 
sion rock, Francisco harbor; deepen­ 
ing tho channel of the Sau Joaquin 
river to Stockton and the Sacramento 
river to the month ot the Feather; 
deepening Suisun channel; improving 
Newport harbor; 
improviug entrance 
to Humboldt harbor and San "Diego 
harbor; increasing depth of Wilming­ 


ton 
harljor; 
extending San Bedio 
breakwater to shore. 
The authoriza­ 
tion of these improvements will call 
for the expenditure of many million, 
of dollars in California, and without 
doubt they will be authoriz'd after 
the engineer department has made its 
surveys and prepared its estimates of 
cost. 
The fortifications appropriation bill 
carrying $8,000,900 passed laatWedncs- 
day was in charge ot senator Perkius, 
chairman of the committee ou fortifi 
cations, which considered this bill 
Under his management the bill passed 
in record-breaking time, about thirty 
minutes. 
When the bill came before 
ho senate iastl’uesday senator 1’crkins 
amended the 
section appropriating 
ouo hundred thousand dollars tor tcr- 
tiffcations in tbeliaw niiau islands,in­ 
creasing the amount to two hundred 
thousand dollars, lh e California del­ 
egation is fully alive to the needs of 
Hawaii in this direction,ifnd no cttoit 
will be spared to have Hawaii aud t.bi 
Pacific coast strongly lortiffod in the 
near future.

matoriais above the prices prevailing 
previous to April 18, 1900. 
The bill creating the Calaveras big 
tree national forest bus been intro 
duoed in the senate by senator Per­ 
kins. Us provisions havealieady beei 
set. forth in these letters. 
There 
little doubt that the committee will 
report it favorably, aud every effort 
will be made to secure its passage 
this session. 
An amendment to the sundry eivi 
bill has boen proposed senator Pe 
kins, whereby $15,000 is appropriated 
tor continuing tho improvement of 
the Presidio grounds.

The first reporter of 
France was 
Louis XIII. The XatjonaQ library pos­ 
sesses the manuscripts of I thirty-six ar­ 
ticles written by that king. Almost all 
are accounts of his military operations. 
These articles were published In the 
Gazette de France. The 'Vopy,” how­ 
ever, did not go directly to’ the printer. 
Louis XIII. wrote abominable French, 
and he had vague notions of orthogra­ 
phy. His articles were corrected and 
often entirely rearranged by a secre­ 
tary named Lucas, who copied them, 
sending to Richelieu the new manu­ 
script. 
Richelieu examined it in his 
turn and often introduced additional 
corrections. At the siege of Córbie the 
king wrote a few lines eulogistic of the 
cardinal, but afterward crossed them 
out of his article. 
Richelieu wrote 
them in again, aud so they appeared in 
the Gazette de France.—Revue de Par­ 
is.

“ equal.” It is reported that Mayor 
Schm ldtz

to the

this controversy by a compromise. 
Compromises as a rule settle nothing, 
the nation tried this method to the 
lim it on the slavery question in ante 
helium days, and it morely put ;otf 
the .day of settlem ent. 
We believe it 
will be the same on this Japanese 
issue. 
A compromise

aim it the ohildren of the little brown 
men to the white sohools, even w ith 
the understanding that an exclusion 
law la passed forbidding ¡coolies from 
the Japanese em pire trom landing in 
any part of the United ¡States will 
not he aatiafactory.

tion íd the buroau of pensions after 
the passage aud approval of this a c t.” 
Pensioners who are 62 years of age, or 
older, who are now receiving a less 
am ount than this act provides for, 
Bbonld apply to the pension bureau 
for a pension under this act.

The bill introduced by A. Camiuetti 
to make the Amador wagon road trom 
Ptne Urove to Hope valley in Alpine 
county a state highway, has passed 
the senate, aud will no 'doubt rob' 
through the lower house.

BUYING VOTES. 


W h e n 
B r U M E le c to r s 
Oot 
Uotden 
fie w s F r o m th e M oon, 
.Votes have been purchased shame­ 
lessly and on a huge scale In British 
elections. 
An arrangement was once 
made in the borough of Weudover by 
which two candidates were to be elect­ 
ed after a distribution of £0,000 ($30,­ 
000) among the voters. 
The account 
reads: “This being settled, a gentleman 
was employed to go down, when he 
was met according to previous ap­ 
pointment by the electors about a mile 
from the town. 
The electors asked 
the stranger where he came from. He 
replied, ’From the moon.’ 
They then 
asked, ‘W hat news from the moon?’ 
He answered that he had brought from 
thence £0,000 to be distributed among 
them. 
The electors, being thus satis­ 
fied with the golden news from the 
moon, chose the candidates and receiv- 
ed'thelr reward.” 
At Hindoo a man dressed fantastic­ 
ally as the dancing Punch called at the 
houses of the voters and left behind 
him sums of 5 to 10 guineas ($23 
to 930). Another device was to collect 
the cltiaens at the inns and hand them 
their reward through n bole In the 
door. For these offenses the house of 
commons passed a resolution that Hin 
don should be disfranchised, but 90 lax 
were the morals of the timo—the close 
of the eighteenth century—that the res­ 
olution was never acted upon. 
Again In 1859 the “man In the moon" 
turned up In Wakefield. ’He went 
about openly distributing money and 
did not appear to be in the least 
ashamed of his occupation. 
At Dub­ 
lin In 1808 a hole In the wall served 
the purpose of n distributing center for 
five pound notes, while at Shaftes­ 
bury an alderman paid through a hole 
In the door of his office a sum of 20 
guineas (9100) to each elector.—Chicago 
News. 


R e su lts T h a t Com e F ro m S tro p p in g 
an d Lons: Use. 
Very thin Is the edge of a razor blade. 
Its thickness has been estimated at 
about one half millionth of nu Inch. 
•A writer says of this wonderfully thin 
bit of steel, when seen under a power­ 
ful microscope: “The extreme edge of 
the section is distinctly bent to one 
side. 
This is nearly always seen in 
razor edges. 
The actual bend repre- 
, seats the effect of the last stroke on 
the strop which this blade has received. 
Now, this bending of the metal quite 
near the edge, minute us it is, has some 
very important practical consequences. 
If the razor be used in such a way 
that the bend Is toward the skin there 
; will be a tendency for the edge Itself 
to burrow downward into the skin, in­ 
stead of sliding easily over the surface 
and merely cutting away the project­ 
ing hairs. 
If, on the other hand, the 
blade be applied to the face In such a 
way that the bend of the edge Is away 
from the skin the edge will slide much 
more smoothly, with less tendency to 
] cut or scratch the skin, while it will 
act upon the hairs In a slightly upward 
direction and thus tend to pull them 
tight while cutting. 
The direction of 
the bend of the edge can be regulated 
by the last few strokes on the strop. 
“This minute amount of bending un­ 
dergone by the metal near the edge of 
a razor blade has another practical re­ 
sult. We all know th at a piece of wire 
which will quite easily stand being 
bent double will be broken If It be bent 
backward and forward many times. 
What really takes place Is that the 
metal, which was strong and ductile 
to begin with, Is gradually made hard 
and brittle and then finally breaks off. 
Now, the metal near the edge of a 
razor Is being subjected to very similar 
treatment. 
Every turn on the strop 
reverses the direction of the bend near 
the edge, and, although the amount of 
bending Is too slight ever to bring 
about actual breakage of such an 
eftistic metal as hardened steel. It is 
yet sufficient to bring about a change 
In the metal which renders It less 
elastic and able to stand the strain. 
This Is why a razor which has been 
used long ceases to cut well or to hold 
a good edge. 
“Now It has been discovered that 
steel which has lost its proper elastic 
qualities by such a process of ‘fatigue,’ 
as It Is called, is capable of recovering 
Its good qualities under favorable cir­ 
cumstances. 
It will recover in this 
way if left at rest, though this is a 
comparatively slow process, which ex­ 
plains the fact that a tool which has 
become useless through continued use 
will be as good ¡fs ever after a prolong­ 
ed rest. But recovery will take place 
much more rapidly if the steel be 
warmed, so that a few minutes’ expo­ 
sure to the temperature of boiling wa­ 
ter will bring about’recovery to an ex­ 
tent that would have required several 
days’ rest at the ordinary tempera­ 
tures. This faet explains the advantage 
to be derived from the familiar prac­ 
tice of ‘steamlug’ a razor before use.”

HEART ACTION AT SEA. 


H ow it In A ffected I>y V ib ra tio n on 
O cean Li^iem . 
“All hearts sound alike on these 
modern ships,” said tho surgeon of a 
transatlantic liner. “Although the hull 
of the average modern steamer is big­ 
ger and supposedly less subject to the 
violence of the sea, the machinery to 
drive the enlarged hulls has been In­ 
creased in size. W ith the increase in 
the size of the engines there has fol­ 
lowed greater vibration. 
“It is this vlbratio» which makes it 
impossible for us to read truly the 
action of the average human heart. I 
have tried repeatedly by all manner 
of means to overcome- the influence of 
the vibration on the heart, but I find 
that by even swinging a patient In a 
hammock, where the shaking up is not 
greatly felt, the result of the heart 
reading is far from satisfactory. 
“The first day at sea in this ship on 
her maiden voyage I had occasion to 
treat an Englishman who was en 
route to Canada on business. I was 
startled to hear his heart. Yet he had 
tho finest kind of cardiac action, ns I 
ascertained once the ship’s machinery 
stopped. I have since found it to be 
an invariable rule that the engine’s 
vibration mokes It appear as though 
the heart of the average man was go­ 
ing to stop before I could get the 
stethoscope away from his breast. 
“Vibration does not hurt the heart 
■any. Do not make the mistake of sup­ 
posing that it does. It Just sounds as 
though the end was positive, and, 
while the patient’s heart Is beating In 
regular form, the shaking o'f the ship 
deceives even the practiced ear.”— 
Washington Post.

The necessity by which men feel co­ 
erced of proving to the world that they 
wear white shirts lies at the basis of 
fill the difficulties of the dress problem. 
Until the garment becomes extinct 
it Is hopeless to attem pt the reform of 
men’s dress on the lines of health and 
comfort. 
It will of course ultimately disap­ 
pear, for it is but the mark of a stage 
in the evolution of dress, just as the 
vermiform appendix is a useless evolu­ 
tionary remnant in the body. But the 
question is whether we ought to await 
the slow course of evolution or to use 
our commou sense and abandon the 
ancient garment at once. 
Why do we wear white shirts? Ages 
ago it was only the wealthy who could 
afford to clothe themselves iu Unen. 
The pobsession of linen underwear was 
then a mark of social position, and 
there was an obvious advantage In 
making public display of it. 
Wo may put down three-fourths of 
the discomfort of the hot summer to 
the account of the starched shirt. 
It 
prevents the very procesa devised by 
nature to keep the body eool—the evap­ 
oration of sweat. 
In so far as it hin­ 
ders this natural process in summer, 
the white shirt favors disease. But In 
w inter'it is a fruitful cause of illness. 
In Winter the mere wearing of a 
white shirt would no doubt leave a 
man no better and 110 worse if he were 
content to wear It for I1Í3 own satisfac­ 
tion. Br.t the curious law of evolution 
comes In and compels him to wear It 
In such a way as to do himself physical 
Injury. 
Wherever evolution is at work it 
loaves 
vestiges—literally, 
footprints, 
l’robably It Is millions of years since 
the vermiform appendix became a use­ 
less organ, but it still survives. 
All 
evolutionary survivals appear to be 
harmful. The appendix is the seat of 
appendicitis. 
In the Inner corner of 
the eye there Is the remnant of a once 
useful third lid, which now only lodges 
dust and causes Irritation. 
The lord chancellor’s wig was once a 
comfort lu ancient drnfty legislative 
chambers and now merely serves to 
make a sensible man look ridiculous 
and give him headaches. 
People who drew up laws were long 
ago paid according to the number of 
words, but the multiplicity of words 
now only causes confusion. 
So the 
white shirt that was once a badge of 
wealth and culture, being no longer of 
value for that purpose, is only a cause 
of discomfort and disease. 
It Is necessary to cut a piece out of 
the vest and the coat, just over the 
most important organs of the body, In 
order to prove to our neighbors that 
We wear white shirts. 
Consequently 
in the winter time we expose the lungs 
and the air passages to the cold wind 
and the cold rain. 
From the point of view of health 
nothing could be more stupid. 
Bron­ 
chitis is one of the most deadly of all 
diseases in this country. 
Bronchitis Is 
simply inflammation of the bronchial 
tubes. 
This inflammation Is excited 
by a chill, a chilling of that part of 
the body left exposed In order to show 
that we wear white shirts. 
The white shirt, In fact, might ap­ 
pear in the tables of the feglstrar gen­ 
eral as the cause of so many deaths, 
perhaps 100,000 a year. 
And does It really Improve a man's 
appearance? By virtue of the associa­ 
tion of ideas it certainly does. Usual­ 
ly men who do not wear white shirts 
are not given to cleanliness. The man 
who wears a white shirt washes his 
face and hands and brushes his clothes; 
hence when we see a white front and 
white cuffs we experience that pleas­ 
ant sensation produced by general 
neatness of the person and clothing. 
But that a few square inches of white 
clothing over the chest makes a man 
look better is an absurd couclusiou. 
The ease for tho white shirt has not 
a leg to stand upon. The garment is 
uncomfortable, unhealthy and unbe­ 
coming. And as It has lost tho ouly 
useful function it ever possessed—that 
is, its symbolism of exceptional wealth 
—we ought to discard it altogether. 
The difficulties of this course are very 
great no doubt. Yfhat we want Is an 
“antlwIUte shirt society,” which would 
agree to wear, from some preananged 
date, a dross designed wholly with re­ 
gard for comfort, health and I >eauty.—

T H E MANTO. 


A G a rm e n t T h a t A ll C h ile a n W om en 
W e a r to C h u rch . 
The Chilean women’s most fetching 
garment, wrap, or what you will, is 
the manto. 
It is- of some kind of 
fine black material and is worn thrown 
over the head. Sometimes a flap of It 
is drawn tightly across the forehead. 
After being thrown over the head the 
inanto, by some means which I have 
as yet been unable to discern, is cinch­ 
ed in close about tho neck. 
This cinching in at the neck makes 
a kind of hood around the face, and 
this hood Is very skillfully manipulat­ 
ed by some of the women to cover up 
moles ^and other defects and to con­ 
ceal the fact that their hair has not 
been carefully combed. 
From the shoulders the manto falls 
down In front to the toes and behind 
to the heels. It is held together In 
front partly by pins and partly by the 
hands of the wearer. It Is usually, but 
not always, worn over the street cos­ 
tume. 
The wearing of mantos by all wom­ 
en, no m atter of what class, on attend­ 
ing church Is obligatory. This provid­ 
ing for a uniform costume is quite rea­ 
sonable and Is designed to eliminate 
such things as our Easter bonnet com­ 
petitions and allow the mind to for­ 
sake earthly and devote Itself to things 
spiritual.
